NEW YORK. Novy. 20—It was an- 
nounced today that the Amateur. Ath- 
letic unions record committee at a 
special meeting Saturday. authorized 
James E. Sullivan, secretary of the 
union, and publisher of the record 
Look, to eliminate every mark of dis- 
tinction and championship performance 
with which Arthur F. Duffey has been 
credited, these having been made upon 
the assumption that he was an.,ama- 
teur, as evidenced. by his signing of 
entry forms, etc, 

This deteremination by the commit- 
tee displaces the following records: ~ 

Forty yards, 4 3-5 seconds, made Feb. 
12. 1899; March 4, 1899 and Feb. 10, 
1901. in Boston, 

Fifty yards, 5 2-5 seconds, made Fen. 
21, 1904, in Washington. 

Sixty vards 6 2-5 seconds, made Nov. 
30, 1899, and June 7, 1902, in New. York 
city. 

One hundred yards, 
made May -31, 1902, at 
New York city. 

The only championship of America 
won in 1889, when Duffey beat A. C. 
Kraenzlein, also goes by the board. 

While in every instance above, men- 
tioned, with the exception of the “Hun- 
dred” Duffey held the records jointly 
with others, the “Century” mark of 9 
3-5 seconds stood in a class by itself. 
By displacing this performance as a 
best record, the 9 4-5 seconds now 
stands as the topmost mark at, 100 
yards against amateurs, being —held 
jointly by John Owen, r., W. A. Schick, 
B. J. Wefers, H. Rush, Clyde A. Blair, 
Charles L, Parsons and W. D. Eaton.

A delegation of prominent shoe and 
leather manufacturers of Massachu- 
setts, headed by Governor Douglas, 
called on President Roosevelt to urge 
that the duties on hides should be re- 
moved. The governor told the presi- 
dent that. the margin of profit on 
shoes was only 4 or 5 cents per pair 
and that unless the cost of materials 
could be reduced shoes must soon sell 
at much higher prices. The president 
said the petition would receive his care- 
‘ful consideration, but avoided a gen- 
eral discussion of the subject. In this 
connection he referred to his informal 
talk with another Massachusetts com- 
mittee headed by Henry Whitney and 
denounced Whitney for his pretended 
quotations of the president’s language 
in the recent campaign.

Postal Department Changes. 

Postmaster General Cortelyou has 
redistributed the duties of the four as- 
sistant postmasters general so as to 
consolidate under each bureau all re- 
lated subjects and give the postmaster 
genera! direct supervision of the entire 
service. 


Probing the Interior Department. 

The Keep commission has begun its 
investigation of the interior depart- 
ment, especially with reference to loose 
administration and beginning with the 
land office. This work is expected te 
occupy several weeks. 


Trial of Midshipman Merriwether. 

Secretary of the Navy Bonaparte has 
appointed the- members of the court 
martial to try Midshipman Merri- 
wether on the charge of manslaugh- 
ter for having caused the death of Mid- 
shipman Branch in a fist fight at the 
Naval academy. The naval code of 
honor will also be on trial. 


American Warship to Russia. 

The cruiser Minneapolis was ordered 
for a cruise in the Baltic sea in order 
to be of service as a rescue ship for 
Americans and possibly other foreign- 
ers in-St. Petersburg in case the strike 
situation should necessitate flight.

Supreme Court Decisions. 

The United States supreme court de-

Owen of Indianapolis on the charge of 
having misapplied more than $1,000,000 
in connection with the operations of the 
Ubero Plantation company, of which 
Borges was the chief promoter. The 
state charges misapplication of $1,250,- 
000; involving stock subscriptions by 
more than 2,000 small investors. The 
speculations were based on more or 
less mythical mines in Mexico. 


Land Grabbera Pleaded Guilty. 

At Omaha Bartlett Richards, presi- 
dent of the American Cattle Growers’ 
association. and one of the most 
wealthy of the cattlemen, pleaded 
guilty to indictment for fencing gov- 
ernment range lands and was sentenced 
to pay $800 fine and spend six hours 
in the custody of a marshal. His part- 
ner, W. G. Comstock, made a similar 
plea and was given a similar punish- 
ment. Their fences, which inclosed an 
area as large as the state of Rhode Is- 
land, are now being removed. Other 
cattlemen were expected to follow suit. 


College Hazers Responsible. 

The verdict of Coroner Scarborough 
at Mount Vernon, ‘O., on the case of 
Stewart T. Pierson, the Kenyon col- 
lege student who was run over by a 
train, is that he had been tied by the 
wrists and ankles to the rails. It is 
known that on the night when Pierson 
was killed he was undergoing initia- 
tion at the hands of the Delta Kappa 
Epsilon fraternity. 


Ultimatum to Turkey. 

The Constantinople representatives of 
Great Britain, France, Russia and It- 
aly notified-the porte that the combined 
fleets of their respective countries 
would..assemble .at..the Piraeus, the 
port of Athens, and forthwith make a 
naval.demonstration to compel Turkey 
to carry out the promised financial re- 
forms in Macedonia. 

Norway Votes For a Monarchy. 

In the plebiscite held in Norway last 
week only forty-eight districts out of 
418 returned a majority vote for the 
| republican form of government. The 
popular vote was 254,899 for a mon- 
| archy- and 68,262 for a republic. The 
government at once informed Prince 
| Charles of Denmark of the result, and 
| a deputation of seven members of the 
| storthing started for Copenhagen to of- 
fer.him the crown. 
| Isle of Pines Insurrection. 

The report came from Havana that 
the 260 residents of the Isle of Pines 
had ceded from Cuban control, electing 
| their own officers and declaring that 
the island,was American territory and 
| that they would send a delegate -to 
Washingtoh: ‘There was no‘sign that 

e government at Washington would 
recognize any such claim. 

Russia's Reign of Terror. 

_ The decision of Czar. Nicholas and 
his advisers to declare martial. law 
once more throughout Poland rather 
than grant the plea for complete au- 
tonomy, together with the determina- 
tion to execute every tenth man among 
‘tthe mutinous sailors -and. soldiers: at 
Cronstadt, caused the workingmen’s 
council to proclaim’ on Nov. 16 a re- 
sumption of the general strike through- 
out Russia. The martial law decree 
was ostensibly issued to head off a 
movement of the Nationalists toward 
separation. 

With the resumption of the general 
strike the utmost terror prevailed 
among the inhabitants of St. Peters- 
burg, Moscow, Odessa and other popu- 
lous centers. Everywhere the word 
“revolution” was heard with ominous 
frequency. Many stores were boarded 
up, and thousands of wealthy refu- 
gees prepared to get away from the 
scene of expected conflict. The rail- 
roads were tied up, and in a short time 
ice in the Neva was expected to cut off 
St. Petersburg from the sea. The czar 
and his family moved from Peterhof 
to Tsarskoe-Selo, fifteen miles south of 
the capital. Count Witte issued a 
personal appeal to the workingmen to 
consider their. families and return to 
their work, assuring them that the new- 
ly created ministry of commerce and 
labor would adjust their relations with 
their employers. The number of work- 
ingmen on strike at the capital was 
59,000. All commerce and industry 
were at a standstill. Schools and places 
of amusement were closed and means 
of communication difficult and irregu- 
lar. A panic seized the bourse, and 
Russian securities dropped to a sacri- 
ficial figure. 

At about the same time came the re- 
ports that all Siberia was aflame and 
that mutinous soldiers and rioters had 
set fire to Viadivostok, destroying much 
property and killing 1,000 persons. A. 
state of war was declared, and the mu- 
tiny was temporarily quelled by the 
harshest measures. 


A. manifesto of the czar definitely 
conveyed to the peasants part of the 
imperial domain in the hope of prevent- 
ing a general disaffection among the 
ignorant and numerous class.

RATES AND RATE INEQUALITIES, 


(From the Washington Correspondent 
New York Sun, November 9, 1905.) 
In his Raleigh speech the President 

advanced no new argument in support 

of Federal control of railway rates. 

With characteristic vigor he pounded 

a recognized evil for the suppression of 

which existing laws are only a little 

short of duly adequate. He made no 

allusion to the possible results of a 

stern and unrelenting enforcement ot 

laws already provided for the restraint 
cf what he calls “unscrupulous and 
ruthless cunning in railway manage- 
ment,”’- by which ‘some big: shippers 
and some railroa:]) managers who -are 
always willing to take unfair advan- 
tage of their weaker competitors force 
other big shippers and big railroad 
men who would like to do decently 
into. similar-acts..of..wreng and injus- 

tice, under penalty of being behind m 

the race for success,” 

This, which is the main line of the 
President’s argument, does not seem 
to touch the principal issue of the 
present consideration, namely, the 
question of reasonable rates. Upon the 
issue of the equality of ‘rates and 
treatment for all shippers there is lit- 
tlé room for argument®*Shippers, rail- 
Ways and*the public are in® general 
agreement upon that point. With some 
elaboration of the. -present laws, to 
which “little or no dbjection will be 
raised, the point of unfaix discrimina- 
J yell as it can 
be. It is doubtful if any such law voutd- 
be made absolutely effective. 

But that is an issue which is quite 
distinct from the proposal to plaze 
rate making powers in the hands of 
an administrative body. There appears 
to be confusion upon this point, There 
is a wide difference between the pro- 
hibtion of any form of unfair discrimi- 
ration between shipper and shipper, vr 
between point and point, and the de- 
termination of rate,charges by a Fed- 
eral commission, It is to the latter and 
not to the former that objection is 
made. Mr. Roosevelt said that “actual 
experience has shown that it is not 
pessible to leave the railroads uncon- 
trolled.” I do not know the exact pe- 
riod of this actual experience, I am 
under an impression that railways.are*, 
and always have. been, subject to a 
long list of restraining laws, statutory 
as well as economic. 

Our transportation system has made 
this country what it is today. Our de- 
velopent has not come in spite of our 
system. but because of it. That abuses 
have crept in-is undeniable, Abuses 
Lave crept into our Government con- 
trolled postal system and into our 
Government supervised and regulated 
banking system, But freedom of action 
in rate making has enabled railways 
ts open enormous areas of otherwise 
valueless land, and to distribute the 
products of our farms and our work- 
shops in a manner impossible. under 
restrained action. The history of all 
State rate making shows the Inevitable 
tendency of that method toward the 
fiat distance taritf, Such a system in 
this country of enormous. areas and 
distances would turn farms into waste 
places and valuable machinery into 
junk. 

Nowhere in th2 entire range of the 
ruilway discussion has it been shown 
that the country has suffered from exe 
cersive rates, Outside of individual in- 
stances, whose rarity makes them al- 
most unique, there has been neither 
eomplaint of excessive charges nor 
clamor for reduction by a Federal com- 
roission, The cal: for rate regulation 
by a commission or by a court does 
not come from our thousands upon 
thousands of shippers. It is the cry of 
na few who hope to gain by it, sug-

The country, the shippers and even 
the railways will support the President 
in any effort to remedy evils, to correct 
abuses, to stamp our inequalities and 
unfair: discriminations. But: it is not 


railway managers only who are stag- 
gered by proposals that a commission 
be_empowered eithér to fix rates or to 
regulate railway tariffs.

Promoting Forestry. 

One has only to take a day's ride 
on any line of railroads in this or any 
other state to begin te- realize the 
rapidly approaching importance of do- 
ing something to develop our forest 
growth. Along this line the Plough- 
man has the following interesting ‘sug- 
gestion! — : 

“If State and national forests 
are to be managed-on a business 
basis the leading argument against 
them disappears. Considered as 
an ornament or a matter of senti- 
ment, public forestry might become 
an expensive luxury, but viewed 
as a business investment and a 
source of permanent increase forest 
lands are quite another kind of 
property. The government forests 
of Prussia pay uw yearly profit of 
$12,000,000, yet are so well man- 
aged as not to destroy their value 


as scenery and as regulators of 
moisture and watér supply. As 
time passes such property should 
tend to become more and- more 
valuable, with the decreasing of 
the world’s lumber supplies and 
the-advancing prices. Public for- 
ests in America seem practically 
sure of increasing in value and of 
becoming. an important source of 
income, previded they are bought 
and managed without too much 
admixture of politics and graft. 
If any business can be profitably 
managed by government it should 
be forestry, because its values are 
in plain sight and control, and be- 
cause any thorough system ,of 
management must extend through

In ‘the*Wnited States¢circuit court at 
Philadelphiw the case of Druggist Lo- 
der against the so-called -drug—trust 
came up, and evidence was given tend- 
ing to show the existence of a con- 
spiracy or boycott against Loder and 
other independent druggists. It was 
contended that the trust, which is 
composed of the National Retail asso- 
ciation, the Proprietors’ Association of 
America and the National Wholesale 
association, had increased profits to the 
extent of $90,000,000 by arbitrarily 
raising prices, thus seeking to drive out 
of business all cut rate druggists. Mr. 
Loder says that all who refuse to join 
this trust are boycotted and that the 
wholesalers refused to supply him with 
wares when he continued to cut rates. 
It was shown that 104 drug manufac- 
turers, or 90 per cent of the total in 
this country, were members of this 
trust. 


Stringency In Wall Street. 

The leading topic in financial circles 
at New York has been the scarcity of 
money and lowness of reserves among 
a certain coterie of big Wall street 
bankers. It was rumored that Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Shaw was about 
to come to the relief by depositing $20,- 
000,000 of public funds in these banks. 
Thomas W. Lawson in a widely adver- 
tised telegram to the president appeal- 
ed against the government coming to 
the aid of this coterie. Western banks 
sent their reserve surplus to help out 
the eastern market. 


A Standard Oil Competitor.

Professor Martini of the University 
of Rome recently brought to justice a 
murderer named Casale at Perouse by 
discovering in one of his eyes the pro- 
file of the victim.

Earthquake Admits Pacific. 

All attempts to stem the rising tide of 
‘water in the new Salton sea, which 
skirts the main lines of the Southern 
Pacific for nearly 100 miles, stretching 
.away to the foothills on either side for 
twenty-five miles, have now ceased, 
after ten months’ of effort and the ex- 
penditure of $100,000. It is generally 
believed that the earthquake shocks of 
last May and June opened subterra- 
nean fissures under the divide between 
the old Salton basin and the gulf 
of California, thus forcing the new 
Salton sea to ocean level.

Early Reminiscences 


Miss Susanna E. Jackson, daughter of 
the first pastor of the church, then gave 
some reminiscences of earlier day&. 
She showed the badges which used to be 
worn having upon them a quaint picture 
of a missionary in high hat and long coat 
presenting two-scantily clad negro chil- 
dren with a Bible under the palm trees. 
The motto was ‘Remember the Heathen.” 
She spoke then of the changes which had 
taken place in the country since 1830 
and went on to say “I do not know what 
had developed the enthusiasm for mis- 
sions in Miss Holt’s heart. It may have 
been and probably was aroused by the 
students from the Seminary who then 
taught in the Sunday school. “Mr. Barr, 
the Sunday school superintendent was 
intending to go to Africa, and others in 
the Seminary (Dr. Bridgman, Dr. .Wm. 
G. Shauffler) had just gone to their 
foreign fields. ‘The membership was 
open to girls under sixteen (my own be- 
gan at the age of 1 year). ‘The annual 
tax was 1% 1-2 cents (a ninepence as we 
called it) and was to be earned if possible, 
Sarah L. Holt resigned her office in 
1833 and the second superintendent had 
already resigned to become the wife of 
Rev. Mr. Hall so Miss Holt’s success6r 
was Eliza R. Jackson, the pastor’s sister. | 
Two years later she resigned to become 
the wife of Rev. Nathaniel Beach. | 
Then Mary Faulkner took her place. 
For many years she remained our zealous 
andefficient president, giving to this so- 
ciety all the zeal, wisdom and activity of 
her lovely but often clouded life. Is 
she not preeminéntly our West Parish 
saint!” 

After speaking of the beneficiaries of 
the society Miss Jackson continued: 

“Perhaps you would Jike to know how 
many of those who in our early history 
were helpers, became’ themselves mis- 
sionaries. 

Mr. Barr as I have said purposed going 
to Africa, but on his way to embark 
from a Southern port, was stricken with 
fatal illness. 

Mr. Beach also was to go to Africa but 
his -wife, Miss Holt’s successor, was 
thought physically inadequate to live in 
that trying climate, but their missionary 
zeal ‘was transmittea to their daughter 
Elizabeth. Becoming acquainted with the 
McAII mission in Paris whither she had 
gone as a student, she refused the most 
desirable professorships in our Woman’s 
Colleges, that she might devote herself 
to that mission. To her is due the for- 
mation of the American McAll Associ- 
ation. 

Among our earliest visitors were Mr. 
boutwell, who went to the Ojibwa-In- 
dians in Minn., Mr. Deihl, for many 
years Seaman’s chaplain in Hawaii, Mr. 
Whitney who went to the Micronesian 
Islands, Mr. Sherman who went to Syria 
and Jerusalem, Mr. Griswold our Sun- 
day School superintendent who went to 
Cape Palmas in 1841 where our bene- 
ficiaries were but lived only three years 
a victim to the African climate, Mr. 
Wheeler, missionary to the Indians in 
Wisconsin, Mr. Willey, who when he 
went in 1844 to the Cherokees in Arkan- 
sas carried with him our much beloved 
officer Mary Ann Frye. Her life there 
was not long. In later years her oldest 
daughter Adelaide, was matron of a 

mission school for girls at Muskogee, 
Jad. Ter., and lost her life in efforts to 
help her Indian girls. 

Then those whom I best remember 
were the Blisses, Edwin E. Bliss who 
went to Turkey in 1848, and his brother 
Isaac who went to Turkey in 1847, A 
number of their descendants have be- 
come missionaries and others have given 
us missionary literature. 

* To have known personally-so many 
who went to foreign lands was a great 
stimulant to our interest and devotion. 

And now, when you shall have heard 
the story of the society’s later years, 
will you ask—What results have we to 
show for seventy-five years’ effort? A 
few youth raised a little higher than 
their fellow countrymen, a few women 
saved ‘from the horrid servitude of 
savage life—a few souls saved. from sin 
and made“heirs of Heaven? ~ ; 

Were this all, how thankful we are to 


But who can teil the value of one soul, 
or trace its influence on down through 
eternal years? 

Perhaps-the more easily recognized 
fruits are in our own lives, in what the 
early formed habit of work for human- 
ity and for God has done for us, broaden- 
ing our horizon, creating new and ele- 
vating themes of interest, giving us 
lessons in that sacrifice of self which is 
our certificate of membership in tke 
family of Jesus Christ. 

From the beginning, our example has 
led others to form similar societies. 
Our records abound in narratives of 
such offspring. In 1847 a former teacher 
in.our Sunday school published an ac- 
count of our history and achievements 
in The Wellspring, and said we would 
furnish a copy of our constitution to 
those wishing to form a similar organi- 
zation. 

This brought us many requests, show- 
ing the influence of our example. 

It has been my privilege to note that 
many ~trained-.in..this society, have 
carried with them to other places of 
residence, their willingness to serve as 
helpers in, or even to be creators of 
missionary circles. 

Visiting some years ago in Chicago I 
found one of our early officers, Emme- 
line Foster (Culver) an officer in the Y. 
B. M. I, which a few years ago sent to 
Japan Adeline Chandler of West Parish 
lineage. 

When this church celebrated its 50th 
anniversary, one of the letters received 
was from Dr. George Moore then in 
California. Referring to the influences 
of this church for good upon his early 
life, he says “One was the Juvenile 
missionary effort. Earliest reminis- 
cences cluster about this society, and 
these again about the name of Mary P. 
Faulkner. ‘The boys were sometimes 
driven to emulate the girls,” but evi- 
dently they lacked the steadfast leader 
of the girls. Still the missionary influ- 
ence did not die out of the boy’s souls, 
as witnessed by Mooar’s lite.. ‘The Pa- 
cific Theological Seminary was the great 
enterprise on which he set his heart— 
after reaching California he lgbored to 
found it and to it he devoted his ener- 
gies till death said ‘Come ‘up higher.” 
Is. it not significant of his missionary in- 
fluence that the- first graduating class 
from Pacific Seminary of two members 
were both foreign missionaries, one a 
martyrin Mexico., 

May God bless this society —long may 
its benign influence continue. Let us

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SCORE OF SCHOOL GIRLS LEAP 
FROM BURNING BUILDING, 


The lives of four hundred girls were 
imperilled. hy a fire Which vroke uut 
about 10,.45-0’clock Wednesday forenoon 
in annex to St. Anne’s parochial school 
on Haverhill street and the fact that 
there was not a heavy loss of life is 
due to the prompt work ‘of the fire 
department and the coolness displayed 
by the teachers. of the school, 

About twenty-five girls jumped from 
the third story window but only one 
wis seriously hurt, Alice Brouceau, 12 
aears’old, of 168 Lowell street, whe 
was taken to her home in. the police 
amublance. 

The fire was caused by an overhenicd 
furnace and caused a loss of about 
$1500 covered by insurance. 

The buiiding 1s a three-story wooden 
structure and served as an annex to 
the brick school house on Haverhill 
street. There were no fire escapes on 
the building and as the ‘fire gained 
headway rapidly, dense volumes or 
smoke poured up the stairways cut- 
ting off escape from those on the up- 
per floors. A majority of the scholars 
filed out in good order before the 
smoke hecame unbearable, but twenty- 
five who were on the third floor were 
ebliged to jump. 

The (fire department responded 
rromptly to an alarm from box 73 and 
life nets were. immediately stretched 
in the rear and side of the building 
into which the girls jumped. 

The coolness of Sister De St. Nom 
ve Marie had much to do with the suc- 
cessful manner in which the little ones 
were able to get safely out of the 
building, She held the ‘girls out of the 
window, one by one, and let them drop 
into the net, so that there was no wila 
scramble which so often results in ov- 
rious loss of life. The sister herscif 
was the last to leave the building, go- 
ing down from the third story on a 
ladder. 

The school was in ‘charge of Sister 
St. Eugene, There were five sisters in 
the building when the fire’ broke out. 
All but Sister Marie were able to get 
cut through the regular passageways. 

There was great excitement in the 
vicinity. of the fire and when children 
were seen jumping out rumors spread 
rapidly that a dozen girls had been 
overcome by smoke and burned ‘0 
death. The firemen made a thoroygh 
search in the building and found tht 
all had escaped. 

The coolness displayed by the sisters 
and the girls was remarkable. There 
was much less confusion on their pact 
east there was among the people out- 
side, 


‘HOW THE FIRE STARTED. 

The fire started in the hot air flues 
in the basement ‘and spread through 
the entire building between partitions, 
but the structure was by no mears 
gutted, none of the interior walls being 
so badly burned.-as.to cause them te 
give away. The fire was confined whol- 
ly to the interior and at no time was 
there any great danger to the sur- 
rounding property as the fire was soon 
under control after the fire department 
arrived. :

It is believed that the Brouceau giri 
will recover from her injuries. She was 
greatly affected by smoke and fainted 
after she had jumped.

Together they rowed across the rive. 
and, making a rope fast under the arms 
of the body, towed it across to the 
tloat, where it was made secure pend- 
ing the arrival of the Methuen police. 

Chief Amos G. Jones of the Methuen 
police department arrived quickly in 
response to the summons, and took the 
bedy in charge. ; 

Medical Examiner Dow who was 
next communicated with, ordered the 
body_removed to the rooms of Under- 
taker W. W. Colby on Common:street 
for identification, and examination. 

The body was but partially dressed. 
A shirt, two pairs of trousers and 
stockings comprised the outfit. When 
the body-was undressed it was found 
that here was tattooed on his right 
Wrist the initials “G. R.” and just be- 
low the initials two hands claspei were 
tattooed into the skin. The Lowell po- 
lice were notified about 9 o'clock last 
evening. 

The Lowell police were given a de- 
scription of the man and an investiga- 
tion was started. It was found that 
a man living at 72 Tyler street named 
George Robinson had not been seen for 
some days. An investigation was. start- 
ed in this city and Thomas, Robinson, 
driver for Dr. Lawlor, was notified of 
the finding of the body, by Captain 
Sullivan.’ .

By’ this: means a 
movement of the body by 1,400.000 mil- 
limeter may be detected. The most 
modern and_ sensitive method is by 
the electric micrometer, 

Dr. Show's invention was first pro- 
duced in 1900 and has now been 1im- 
Troved so that it can measure: less 
than. 1-200,000. Tt is not controlled by 
the hand, ‘but worked witha pulley 
cord of rubber. which passes from the 
band, around a pulley to the screwy. 
This done to avoid -the-comparatively. 
rough touch and tremor of the hand. 
Many precautions regarding size, shape 
ond cleanliness must be observed to in- 
sure. its operation.—Chicago Tribune.
